however,,  to  an  tmpracticed  eye  any  determination  of  altitude  is 
difficult*.  I feel  that  be  had  sighted  a weather  or  research  balloon 
at  an  altitude  of  35,000  feet  or  greater  which  would  account  for  the 
great  forces  that  the  object  would  experience*
